The Modesto Junior College, 
Department of Business Train- 
ing, is sponsoring a statewide 
shorthand . examination, to be 
given next week.

The 
junior stenographer-clerk must 
have completed the twelfth grade. 
including of supplemented by a 
course in stenography and type- 
writing, or completion of the 
ninth grade including or.supple- 
mented by a course in stéenog- 
raphy and typewriting, and two 
years of experience in steno- 
graphic and clerical work, or 
some other equivalent combina- 
tion of education and similar ex- 
perience. 

Entrance salary of the junior 
stenographer-clerk is $80 a 
month, and employees meeting 
the conditions of the state Civil 
Service Act may receive $5 in- 
creases up to $100 a month.

With only four more weeks left before finals, teach- 
ers are making a big change in their classes, cutting 
down on all “sliders.” Research statistics show that 
graduates of the Junior College who go on to university 
usually slip one-third of a grade point. Because of this, 
the faculty members feel that the students should be 
given the advantage of strict grading in Jaysee so that 
they will not be so surprised when they run into the 
strict grading system in the universities. 

In a recent interview with Stub Allison, coach of 
the U. S. champion football team at U. C., Mr. Werner 
was surprised to learn that he objected to Junior Col- 
leges sending their athletes through on small grade 
margins. Mr. Allison declared that if the boys could 
not make their grades, that the university doesn’t want 
them. “The best football players,” according to Alli- 
son, “‘are those who have ambition enough to study and 
brains enough to get it. We want the men we can de- 
pend upon at the two-yard line.”

athletic prowess. But that is not all, All the rest of 
you who are in college here will get the benefits of this 
close check on grade averages. You’d better really start 
studying in earnest for the finals. They are not very 
far away, and this semester’s check-up proves to be a 
honey. If you think you’ve been working hard, just 
stop, think again, and start studying in earnest. We 
hope it will really be a great benefit when you go on to 
college --- it should be.

Do you ever read any of the 
current magazines, such as Red- 
book? Each month this maga- 
zine runs a full length novel — 
some turn out to be best sellers 


and others aren’t any good either. 


Although most of the articles are 
of the “love interest” type, there 
are several non-fiction essays on 
modern culture and modern sub- 
jects. For example, this month 
Hendrik William Van Loon 
wrote an article entitled “But 
Men Are Crooks.” He ends this 
observation with, “But women in 
this day need not despair. We 
shall let them wash dishes.” 
Another article in this same 
magazine is “I Long For a Chap- 
eron” by Alice-Leone Moats. It 
tells what chaperons are good 
for, and why a modern girl wants 
them to come back into fashion. 


Do you ever read any of 
Shakespeare except when you 
have to for an English class? 
You will notice, most of the 
stories and plays of modern 
times are not essentially differ- 
ent from the old classical plays 
of Shakespeare. Why not read 
the original instead of some mod- 
ern diluted version? “Of Mice 
and Men” is one of the tragedy 
plays of the modern era, but 
isn’t “Orthello” the great tragedy 
by Shakespeare more interest- 
ing? Doesn’t it have more real 
characters with a more dramatic 
plot than the modern play “Of 
Mice and Men”? 


From Shakespeare to modern 
magazines: Do you read Time, 
News Week, or The Commenta- 
tor? These magazines are an en- 
larged edition of the daily news- 
paper. However, they differ 
from the latter in that. they sift 
and revise the news, printing 
only that which is essential or 
unusually interesting to the 
country as a whole. The news 
stories, such as the fall of the 
Spanish government, is enlarged 
and given a world - perspective. 
To students of political science 
and sociology these magazines 
are invaluable because they are 
the record of what is happening 
in the world today. Each has a 
definite editorial police — Time 
prints only that which is. favor- 
able to the political party of its 
editor. The other two are also 
biased; therefore, to have a well- 
rounded knowledge one should 
try to read all three.

Track Men Place 
Third At Menlo 


In a, four-way meet held at 
Menlo two weeks ago, the Pan- 
thers placed third behind Marin 
and Santa Rosa Junior Colleges. 

The only Salinas first place 
was won by Jack Kympton in 
the discus throw with a toss of 
122 feet 3% inches.

The javeline was won by Dick- 
son, of Menlo, with a heave of 
163 feet, and the broad jump was 
won by Remy, of Marin, with a 
leap of 20 feet 4% inches.

Although slightly weakened by 
the absence of Greening, Kozine, 
Eaton, Wells, and Bronson, the 
Panther track team, led by their 
powerful weight men, defeated 
Hollister J.C. and San Luis Obis- 
po J. C. in a three-way meet held 
in Hollister last Saturday. The 
final scores were 58 for Salinas, 
35 for Hollister, and 29 for San 
Luis Obispo. 

The powerful Panther weight 
men swept both the discus and 
shot put events, equalifying four 
men in each event and placing 
three men. Jack Kympton won 
the platter tossing event with a 
heave of 117 feet 9% inches, with 
Hargld Vorheis and Stan Cum- 
min finishing in second and 
third places. In the shot put, 
Scoop Carlson put the iron 
sphere 38 feet through space to 
take a first place followed by 
Vorheis and Cummings. 

Unable to practice during the 
Easter vacation, Burton Stokes, 
the Panthers’ leading spear 
thrower, was unable*-to place 
better than third in the javelin 
throw. 

Milton Lafranchi displayed fine 
form in the sprints to emerge a 
double winner in the 100 and 200 
yard dashes. The time in the 100 
was 10:3, and the time in the 
furlong (really only 210 yards) 
was 22:2 seconds. Vella of the 
Panthers, placed second in the 
latter event behind Lafranchi. 

The 440-yard sprint found Vella 
outclassing his field and break- 
ing the tape in 54:4. Gordon 
Stewart was beaten out at the 
tape by a San Luis Obispo man 
to take a third in this event. 

Practically running the race all 
by his lonesome, Bill Giles won 
a very slow 880 run in 2:16. 

In the mile run Joe Carter, a 
newcomer to. the 
Avenue squad, took a _ second 
place ahead of Zingheim, also of 
the Panthers. 

Bain tied for a first place in 
the pole vault with Hewson, of 
San Luis Obispo at 11 feet, and 
placed third in the broad jump 
with a lead of 20 feet 3 inches.
